Combination Trying ) 
To Destroy Unionism 
Born Of Big Business 


woud 


The staff correspondent of the San 
Francisco Daily News is sending 
down some remarkably well written 
articles on the fight against union la- 
bor at Stockton. One of them fol- 
lows, under Stockton date of July 
14: 

There is a saying, “Rverything big 
has a small beginning.” 

This is not true of the Merchants, 
Manufacturers and Employers’ as- 
sociation, which is now trying to 
wipe out organized labor in Stockton. 

The beginning of the M. M. & E. 
was a combination of big things. 

When the small contractor, the 
small dairyman, the small baker, the 
small butcher, the small grocer, and 
all the small business men received a 
-printed list of the M. M. & E.'s early 
membership, they found there the 
names of all the big firms that con- 
trolled the destinies off the little 
ones. 


This was the time when the M. M. | 


& E. was trying to coax the little fel- 
lows into the organization. 


BIG NAMES ON LIST. 


On that early list the little grocer 
found the names of the big whole- 
sale houses that gave him credit. The 
little butcher found the names of 


names of the town’s richest business 
firms. There were the Sperry Flour 
Co., the Holt Manufacturing Co., the 
Sampson Iron works and others. 


LITTLE BUSINESS AFRAID. 


In the beginning the M. M. & E. 
was purely a big business organiza- 
tion. 

Little business was afraid of it. 
There was a rumor that Leonard Cal- 
kins, secretary of hte association, 
was ai anti-labor agitator, a profes- 
sionel trouble-maker. 

When big business, through Cal- 
kins, asked little business to come 
in and be sociable, little business hes- 
itated. 

“Just come in and shake hands 
with us, anyhow,” said the oily Cal- 
kins, like the spider to the fly. 
“We're not organized to fight labor. 
But we do want to get acquainted. 
It’ll be only a sociable affair.” 

With that assurance, given in 
print, little business went in; not all. 
of it, but a lot of it. 

Perhaps they wanted to get ac- 
quainted with the rich Pliny Holt, 
with the bankers and with the men 
who could sign checks for hundreds 
of thousands of dollars.

ASKED TO FIRE UNION COOKS. 


But small business hadn’t been in 
very long when the restaurant keep- 
ers were asked by somebody high up 
to force out the union cooks, waiters 
and waitresses. 

A majority of these restarateurs 
had no grievance against the unions. 
The majority wanted no_ trouble. 
The majority said, “No; it would 
ruin us.’ 

The men representing big business 
answered: “The M. M. & E. will 
ruin you a darn sight quicker if you 
don’t do as we say. What’'ll we do? 
We'll give you jigtime in which to 
settle your bills with the supply 
houses. And if you can’t do that, 
we'll put the sheriff’s lock on your 
doors.”’ 

The union help was forced out. 
That was a little more than a month 
ago. 

“Boys and girls,’ said the restau- 
rant keepers to the cooks, waiters 
and waitresses, ‘‘we're not doing this 
because we like it; and just as soon 
as we get evened up with the supply 
houses, back you’ll come again.” 


One by one these restaurateurs 
have been deserting the association. 
Today more tha half of them are 
running with union help. 

“But they’re pestering the life out 
of me,” said one keeper. ‘They send 
me rotten meat, and when I telephone 
for them to take it away and bring 
better, they don’t come till afternoon. 
Meantime I have to go out and buy 
soine meat at a retail shop.” 

That is why Calkins can point 
with pride to the large number of 
small business men on the list of the 
association. 

He will say that they came in of 
their own accord. Then men them- 
selves will tell you another story. 
Hundreds of them are in favor of the 
unions. They keep saying to the 
union men on the streets: ‘We are 
being used to pull somevudy’s chest- 
nuts out of the fire.” 

They have been threatened with 
the withdrawal of credit, with stap- 
page of supplies, with wreck and 
ruin.
